The petition filed with the Adams 
county court here Monday by forty- 
four residents of this county to be­ 
come parties to the appeal, “against 
any reduction or diminution 
of the 
amount as 
surcharged by 
the said 
County 
Auditors,” 
taken 
by 
the 
County Commissioners and Treasur­ 
er from 
the report of 
the County 
Auditors filed 
March 27 last, 
has 
been granted by the Court, 
it was 
announced today. 
Bond was fixed 
at HOO, and will be given in due 
course, it was stated. 
The petition of the residents of the 
county, to have part in the appeal, is 
headed by the three men making the 
audit of the 
county 
accounts last 
January and February. 
They were 
M. E. Freed, 
Franklin 
township; 
George M. Deatrick, Mt. Joy town­ 
ship, and Harry B. Beard, Gettys­ 
burg. 
These men, it was declared, 
could not oppose 
the appeal taken 
by the commissioner^ and treasurer 
in their official capacities as audit­ 
ors, but arc* allowed to do so as res­ 
idents and taxpayers of the county. 
The report 
of the 
auditors was 
tiled March 27 last, and the appeal 
of 
the county 
commissioners 
and 
treasurer was taken one month later. 
Just what items, the commissioners 
and treasurer 
will appeal, 
are not 
definitely 
known, but 
it is under­ 
stood, they oppose 
the surcharges 
again them for their trip to the Good 
Roads Celebration at Caledonia, last 
fall, and the surcharges against Dew­ 
ey E. Wolf, county sealer of weights 
and measures. 
The Court will now

frarfie an issue on which to try the 
merits of the appeal when the whole 
matter will lie aired in Court.

Brownsville. Texas, June 22—With 
the San Benito levee, 24 miles up riv­ 
er, broken, leaving the little town of 
l* s Indies, on the Rio Grande, threa­ 
tened. alarming flood reports also were 
received yesterday from 
the 
Mer­ 
cedes river at San Sebastian, 42 miles 
north of here. 
The water, it was said, had reached 
the Gulf 
Coast Line track, and San 
Sebastian was threatened with isola­ 
tion within 
48 hours at the 
present 
rate of rise. 
At Laredo, 
where hundreds 
were 
made homeless Tuesday by flood wa­ 
ters, the Rio Grande continued to fall 
rapidly yesterday. 
The International 
bridge, about which much concern had 
been felt, safely resisted the flood. It 
was covered w ith debris. 
Four hundred 
persons at 
Laredo 
are being cared for by the Red cross, 
which is also preparing to take charge 
of relief work in Nuevo Laredo. 
Th© heaviest crop damage was in­ 
dicated 
yesterday 
at 
Mission 
and 
Pharr, although Nonna, San Juan, Mc­ 
Allen 
and 
Mercedes districts 
were 
threatened. 
No word had 
been received 
here 
from two army airplanes from Kelly 
Field, sent to McAllen to scout 
the 
flooded territory.

San Antonio, Texas, Jim© 22—Th© 
critical stag© in the lower Rio Grande 
vall©y flood, which has inundated near­ 
ly 16,000 acres in Starr, Hidalgo and 
Cameron 
counties, marooned 
nearly 
1000 Mexicans rn small border towns, 
and covertd the roads lying west of 
Mercedes, is expected between mid­ 
night last night and dawn Thursday, 
when the crest of the upper flood 
is 
due to reach the edge of Starr county. 
This upper flood, the result of 
a 
cloudburst, in the 
hills 
of 
Terrell 
county, Texas, last Saturday, is 
re­ 
markable in the history of the river, 
not only because it has exceeder! all 
previous records, but also because of 
its 
slow 
movement 
and 
sustained 
volume. 
There are no figures avail­ 
able on the loss of life. 
50 Feet Deep 
From a stream normally 200 to 800 
yards wide and 
18 inches to 6 feet 
deep, the Rio Grande has become 50 
feet deep at the flood crest and from 
three-quarters to a mile wide. 
The 
volume of water is so great that ai 
Laredo, Texas, where an unofficial 
stage of 52 feet was reached at 11 o'­ 
clock Tuesday morning, the river still 
was 50 feet deep at 6 o'clock Tuesday 
night. 
At Eagle Pass a 61-foot stage 
was reached at 
mid-Sunday, and 
it 
had receded to six feet above normal 
at 6 o’clock Tuesday evening. 
The flood crest appears to be mov­ 
ing at five miles an hour, which 
will 
bring it to the lower valley after mid­ 
night last night. 
Those familiar with the Lower Rio | 
Grande valley, much of which is bare-I 
ly above sea level, fear that the upper | 
flood will spread far beyond all pre-! 
vious overflow marks. 
Greatest dam­ 
age is feared to growing crops.

TRIBES WIN JUDGMENT 


Washington, T). 
June 22—The 
United' States Court of Claims has 
remiered a 
judgment 
of 
$386,597 
against 
the 
United States 
and in 
favor 
of 
the 
Madawakanton 
and 
Wahpakoota Sioux 
Indians, other­ 
wise known as the "Santee Sioux." 
The controversy 
arose 
out of a 
certain treaty between the Govern­ 
ment' arui the Indains and the Indian 
depredations of 1862. 
In that year, 
the Court in its opinion says 
"an 
outbreak of Sioux Indians occurred 
in 
which 
they 
committed terrible 
outrages and depredations upon the 
settlers 
of Minnesota, 
constituting 
one of the darkest page in the his­ 
tory of Indian warfare." 
During this outbreak a large num­ 
ber of white settlers were massacred 
and a vast amount of property de­ 
stroyed, and in consequence thereof 
Congress 
annufled all treaties 
be­ 
tween the Indians and 
the United 
States and the funds therefore de­ 
voted to 
the 
Indians were diverted 
to the reimbursement of the damages 
suffered by the settlers. 
The 
In­ 
dians brought their 
suit 
under an 
act of 
Congress passed 
March 
6, 
1917, and obtained the judgment de­ 
scribed.

Charge Made At Confederate Gath 
©ring Against Lincoln. 
TO ERECT LARGE TERM IN Al 


Hagerstown Selected 
For Site 
Large Structure. 
Richmond, Va., June 2*2—"The war 
between the States was deliberately 
and personally conceived and its in­ 
auguration made by Abraham Lin­ 
coln, and he was personally respon­ 
sible for forcing the war upon the 
South," declared a report submitted 
yesterday by the 
Historical Com­ 
mittee and unanimously adopted by 
the 
United Confederate 
Veterans. 
The report recommended that a his­ 
tory written by Colonel Huger 
W 
Jackson, of Curryville, Georgia, and 
published by Miss Mildred Ruther 
ford, of Athens, Georgia, be used in 
the schools of the South. 
The text of the committee’s leport 
referring to Lincoln 
reads as fol­ 
lows: 
"Your 
committee would especially 
commend for use in the schools of the 
South a pamphlet by Colonel Huger 
W. Jackson, of Curryville, Georgia, 
the ‘truth of the war conspiracy of 
IRGI,’ and published by that 
g re a t 
hearted Southern historian, Miss Mil­ 
dred Rutherford. 
This presents the 
official evidence, gathered principally 
from the United States 
Government 
archives, which proves the Confed­ 
erate war was deliberately and per­ 
sonally conceived and its inaugura­ 
tion made by Abraham Lincoln, and 
that he was personally responsible 
for forcing the war upon the South." 
Returning to Riehmod for the first 
time in 60 years, R. G. Tuedor, Con 
federate veteran of Augusta, Tues­ 
day moved rubbish which for three­ 
score year# had rested on the floor 
of an old house in one of the main 
thoroughfares and disclosed a like 
ness of Genera! Robert E. Lee, which 
he said he carved there with a pock­ 
etknife while 
convalescing from a 
wound during the Civil War. * 


Hagerstown, June 
22. 
The 
con­ 
tract for the erection of a large en­ 
gine terminal by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company in this city has 
been let to W/. WK Bexley, of Roa­ 
noke, Virginia, it was announced from 
railroad headquarters here yesterday. 
Work on the terminal, which will 
cost about $250,000, will he started 
soon. 
A niynber of concerns, includ­ 
ing several local firms, bid for the 
contract. 
The site for the terminal 
is on the railroad company’s property 
along the tracks in the south end of 
the city, and has been surveyed and 
staked off. 
The terminal will take the place of 
the present roundhouse and by 
its 
facilities and location will allow for 
the better handling of freight and oth­ 
er traffic. 
Because of a shifting of 
traffic to that point, the congestion at 
grade crossings in the city will he re­ 
duced forty per cent. 
The terminal 
will he used jointly by the Pennsyl­ 
vania and the Norfolk and Western 
Railroads. 
The rumor that the Penn­ 
sylvania 
will also establish 
repair 
shops here cannot be confirmed. 
There is a rumor that the Norfolk 
and 
Western is 
contemplating 
the 
erect ion of shops or the removal of 
its shope from Shenandoah, Virginia, 
to this city. 


Springfield, 111., June 22— Adjutant

The State Bureau of Plant Indus­ 
try in investigating 
hickory 
trees 
reported dead sa vs: In nearly every 
^ase these deaths are 
due 
to 
the 
hickory 
bark 
beetle, 
which 
has 
caused heavy losses during the last 
tw enty years. 
A close examination 
I of the dead or dying trees will show 
j many small holes like shot holes. 
These are where the adults em erged. 
If the hark is re mo vet I there will be 
found many m arkings like engraving, 
i These wer e made by the feeding la r­ 
vae. 
There is no method of controll­ 
ing this pest, according to the Bureau 
j of Plant Industry, other than cutting 
down all dead or dying hickories before 
May I. 
The tim ber can be saved, but 
I the balance of the tree, the brush, 
j branches and bark must be burned’
